A cable from Reuter’s 
special correspondent in Moscow in- 
ferred that the city—pivot of the 
300-mile line resting on Smolensk and 
Kiev—is, in fact, in Russian hands. 

Another cable from Moscow 
described Soviet troops as ‘‘storm- 
ing Bryansk under a mushroom of 
smoke from blazing buildings and 
supply dumps.” It added: “ German 
squads are racing from street to 
street with. lighted torches to fire 
new quarters of the city.”

The Agenc 
says they were promptly \suppressed, 
and that life in the capital is return- 
ing to normal. 

Many Italian regiments are still 
resisting the Germans in the 
mountains—in the Venetian and 
Trentino Alps and the Dolomites— 
according to messages from Chiasso.

remembered that the first landings 
on Italian soil were made by the 
British Eighth Army, under 
General Montgomery, a veteran 
force, which had gained wide 
experience in North Africa, and 
already had taken the measure of 
Germany’s finest shock troops. 
General Montgomery landed in 
Calabria, and, having taken pos-. 
session of Taranto and Brindisi, 
has been advancing steadily along 
the eastern coast—as it were, 
along the tendon Achilles. of the 
Italian ‘‘foot’®; and yesterday 
the Eighth Army was reported to 
have captured Bari. The land- 
ings farther north, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Naples, for example, 
were undertaken by the American 
Fifth Army, under Major-General 
Clark ; and it is against this force 
that the Germans appear to have 
launched their principal counter- 
attack. The Americans have little 
of the experience of the British 
Eighth Army. They are com- 
paratively anseasoned troops, 
well equipped, and lacking 
nothing in valour, who have 
not yet had time to find their 
fighting feet. According to German 
reports, the Fifth Army consists of 
the 36th and 45th U.S. Infantry 
Divisions and the 1st U.S. Tank 
Division. It has as auxiliaries the 
British 10th Army Corps, com- 
prising the 46th and 56th Infantry 
Divisions and the ist Tank 
Division, The presence of Canadian 
troops also is reported, but it is 
not clear whether they are an 
independent command or attached 
to General Clark’s Fifth Army. 
According to yesterday’s claims 
from Berlin, this American army 
has been “largely wiped out.’’ 
Field-Marshal Kesselring has been 
able to deploy a force, including 
the Herman Goring Infantry 
Division, and the 15th and 16th 
Panzer Divisions, which have 
wrought havoc among the 
Americans. The Germans assert 
that the American and British 
positions have been “ torn apart,” 
that ‘complete disorder’’ has 
been created among the Allied 
forces, and that 10,000 Americans 
have been killed, with a like 
number of prisoners. According to 
the same reports, the Canadians 
have been encircled near the 
Salerno bridgehead, and are ex- 
posed to enfilading fire on both 
flanks. It is suggested that the 
British and Americans have 
brought up a number of empty 
transports in order to re-embark 
their invasion troops ; and German 
commentators already are begin- 
ning to talk in terms of another 
Gallipoli. 

From the beginning, it was 
manifest that the Allied invasion 
of Italy would meet with deter- 
mined resistance; the only 
question was where the Germans 
would make their first stand. All 
the German reports admit that the 
Americans and British have a 
numerica] superiority, and that 
Allied air power is in the 
ascendancy ; but, just as happened 
in the case of the landings on 
Gallipoli in 1915, the defending 
forces have an initia] advantage, 
inasmuch as they dispose of in- 
terior lines of communication, 
while every man, as well as every 
gun, on the Allied side must be 
transported by sea. There is no 
doubt that the Germans have a 
substantial force of tanks in 
Southern Italy. So far there is Ho 
direct. evidence that the British 
or Americans have been able to 
land more than a skeleton force of 
armoured vehicles; and the 
present engagements, while suffi- 
ciently serious, cannot be regarded 
as more than the opening stage of 
a battle which is certain to 
develop into a grim encounter. 
For the Germans everything is at 
stake. Their European Fortress 
has been attacked, and, if the 
Allies should gain possession of 
the Italian peninsula, their whole 
position would become precarious, 
For that reason, it may be 
assumed that they will do every- 
thing in their power to throw back 
the invaders; and it must he 
assumed that the Anglo-American 
High Command has reckoned with 
preliminary reverses. The Allied ' 
reports hitherto have been non- 
committal. They claim that the 
Salerno bridgeheads have been 
established firmly, and, while 
they refer to strong counter- 
attacks by the Germans, they say 
nothing to confirm the German 
claim that ‘‘the Anglo-American 


invasion has collapsed,’’ or that 


victory in the Battle of Naples has 
fallen to German arms. What- 


Salerno, there seems to be small 


fact, the complement of the recent 
reports on education; for it lays 
down the basic principles for the 
treatment of young people, after 
they have passed from school, and 
before they are released, as 
adults, from the direct tutelage 
of the State. The first, and most 
important, recommendation is 
that the school-leaving age should 
be raised to 16. Upon the desira- 
bility of this step all reports and 
authorities are agreed; it is the 
necessary preliminary to any full 
reconstruction of the educational 
system, which must be planned, 
from the outset, as a whole. A 
corollary is the institution of 
compulsory continuation schools, 
to be attended by all young people 
up to the age of 1—unless, of 
course, they are receiving secon- 
dary education up to that age. 
Here, the Youth Charter seems 
to attack the very root of the 
opposition. In many families it 
is not only impossible for parents 
to pay school fees for children 
past the age of 14; it is impossible 
for them to maintain children, 
who do not themselves add to the 
family income. Parents who 
would be glad to see their children 
attending school.up to the age of 
16, and then’ going to day con- 
tinuation classes, cannot afford the 
loss of earnings which would be 
the result of their doing so. The 
Youth Charter proposes, in effect, 
that young people should be paid 
to go to school. This, at any rate, 
appears to be the purport of the 
the suggestion that grants should 
be made to parents whose children 
are attending continuation courses 
—apparently to compensate for 
any financial loss which they 
might otherwise suffer, and so to 
gain their co-operation in the 
working of the scheme. The 
Charter goes on to recommend that 
the working week for young people 
should be restricted absolutely to 
a maximum of 44 hours—four eight- 
hour days and one half-day—and 
that at least four weeks’ holidays, 
with pay, ‘should be granted 
annually. Employers are likely 
to offer some opposition to these 
suggestions; and they will gain 
plenty of support from those who, 
whatever their reasons, are 
already ranged against the new 
educational schemes, As Mr. 
Butler, President of the Board of 
Education, said a short time ago: 
“You may be sure that those who 
don’t want this plan are, like the 
hosts of Midian, already prowl- 
ing and prowling around.” The 
same is true of many proposals 
for post-war reform. In the flush 
of general enthusiasm for the idea 
that, after the war, there must be 
a better world, it is inadvisable 
for those who favour ‘‘ the mixture 
as before” to make their voices 
heard too loudly; but their 
opposition has not ceased. Every 
opportunity that arises of 
‘sniping’’ at the plans for re- 
form, every chance that is pre- 
sented of whittling down the 
more radical proposals, they will 
seize eagerly. Already the 
Beveridge Plan, in its officially 
accepted form, has been sadly 
diluted. If those vested interests 
which it threatens are not 
checked, it will be neutralised 
thoroughly—the name will be re- 
tained, the effect gone. Mr. 
Butler is on guard, it seems, 
against those who wish to maim 
his educaticnal schemes in the 
same way. For the benefit of 
Britain, and the edification of the 
world, we trust that he will get 
his convoy through.

Money to Burn 


While I lingered over a sixpenny 
ice, and a party of Northern visitors 
at a table nearby stuffed themselves 
with the most expensive ‘‘sundaes,’’ 
‘‘Melbas’’ and ‘‘parfits,”’ I pondered 


‘(writes a correspondent) over the re- 


markable difference between the 
value of money here and over the 
Border. 

Nearly everyone in the North has 
more money than he can spend upon 
the necessities of life, and, to get rid 
ot the excess upon luxuries and 
delicacies, he has tv come South. 
We, in the South, pay moderately 
for our luxuries,’ of which there is 
a reasonable, if restricted, supply ; 
but most ot us have barely enough 
money to purchase the real neces- 
sities, so that domestic squabbles 
over the inadequacy of the weekly 
housekeeping allowance have become 
an unhappy feature of many homes 

Fifty to sixty per cent. of the 
Northerner’s income may be “spend- 
ing money.” With us, “spending 
money’’ becomes less and less as the 
price of food steadily advances. Yet, 
while we may yaze with awe at the 
rolls of notes produced by these 
Northern visitors, we usually. caa 
couvince ourselves that there are 
compensations ‘for our comparative 
poverty. We can get cheaper beer 
and cigarettes.

INDUSTRIAL YEAR BOOK 


The ‘tenth issue of the Irish In- 
dustrial Year Book, handsomely 
bound and clearly printed, reviews 
all manufacturing industries in the 
twenty-six counties from 1926, the 
year of the first census of industrial 
concerns, to the end of 1941. In 
his preface the editor (Mr. P. L. 
McEvoy) mentions that in 1931 the 
number. of rsong engaged in 
factory production alone was 
approximately 62,600, but that in 
1939 Irish factories had given em- 
ployment to over 101,000, Although 
war conditions had been responsible 
for a decline, the latest figure avail- 
able, 95,200, for 1941 showed that 
employment still was 52 per cent. 
higher than in 1931. The net out- 
put had risen from less than £18} 
millions in 1931 to over £27 millions 
in 1939 and to more than £203 
millions in 1941.

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POOR MEN SEEK HOME 


IN DUBLIN 


One hundred of Dublin’s poorest 
citizens, many of them elderly men 
past their labour, to-day will begin 
their search for new homes in the 
back streets of Dublin. 

They are the occupants of the 
Salvation Army Hostel, 34 Peter 
street, Dublin, which is to be de- 
molished under the Corporation’s «le- 
mclition schemes. The hostel was 
taken over by the Salvation Arm 
during the last war, and since 191 
has provided refuge, on an average, 
for ore hundred men every night. 
Although the shelter was open to 
everyone who cared to use it, many 
of its ‘‘guests’’ were permanent 
habitues, and secured a good meal 
and night’s rest in comfortable ‘sur- 
roundings tor a small cost. Last 
night, many selept there for the last 
time. To-night it will be closed. 
The shelter which is to be de- 
molished is an historic building. It 
was built 232 years ago as the town 
house of Sir Thomas Molyneux, a 
descendant of the great Chancellor 
of the Exchequer of the same name. 
With the defnolition of the building 
may go the Molyneux coat of arms 
which surmounts the main entrance 
to the building, and bears the in- 
scription Stat Fortuna Domus Vir- 
tute. 

' In the meantime, Sergeant-Major 
Weldon, of the Salvation Army, 
who was attached to the hostel, told 
an Irish Ti reporter that they 
were anxious to hear of any suite 
able property which could be con- 
verted as an alternative hostel. The 
building at Peter street was derelict, 
and it would have cost a large sum 
of money to have it renovated.
